 _ The importance of this place, and janRure of 
time, which either won or toſt the North to the 
King (who had newly« had great ſucceſs in the weſt 
by the defeating of che Earl of Eſex at Leftithiell 
in Cornwall) cauſed him to ſend away Prince R#- | 
pert as Generaliſſimo , with a very petent Army to | 
raiſe that Siege , and fightthe Enemy if he found - 
eos The Prince accordingly advanced, and 
upotthis approach the Confederates drew off from 
their Leagure, affording the Garriſon liberty co 
Jjoyn with their friends ; when ic 'was reſolved by 
che Prince,without any delay to give battel;though 
the Marqueſs knowing what hazard the Kings In- 
rereſt,and his own,and all the Loyal parties Eſtates 
would thereby be put to,did very much diſwadertbe_ 
| ſaddenneſs of the Encounter : which notwichftan- 
ding enſued onthe evening of the ſame day Jwly 2. 
on Marſton-mer within three miles of Tork,and la- - 
ſed cil] dark night. one 
Here inthe beginning the Scots and my Lord Fair- 
faxes forces were totally routed and purſued ſome, 
miles out of the field, and the day given for Joſt; 
when (rom, with his sflociated Horſe,moſt of t 
Curaſhers in the lefe Wing, ſeeing this diſcomfi- 
ture, fell on with great reſolurion and courape, 
and worſted the Prince and bis Reſerves; and my ; 
Kip "fe 
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the ſame fury fell npon the Marquiſſes foot; whoſe 
Regiment of Yhite-Coats, and therefore called his 
Lambs, yer ſtood,and could not be broken, till the 
field being almoſt cleared, the Parliaments Infantry 
came up,and then both horſe and foot charged and 
broke rhem. Crowewel here made a very great - 
ſlaughter and Carnage, eſpecially jn che root and 
purſuit, purpoſely co make bis name terrible;this 
being his firſt and grand appearance, gaining here 
the Ticle of Tron/ſides, from. the impenetrable 
ſtrength ofhis Troops, which cauld by no means 
be broken or divided.Being here at the firſt charge 
of the Cannon, endangered with a graſing ſhot, 
feared by his Men to be hure therewith, He repli- 
ed merrily, A Miſs © as good as a Mile. 

The ſucceſs of this day made him indeed vighly 
famous, and his Laurels moſt verdent and flou- 
riſhing, the viory being principally aſcribed to 
his courage and condudt. His CunRatioh and tem- 


, Þerate delay were highly magnified ; andthen bis 


Reſolution in the deſperation of the event extolled 
the firmne(s and conſtanc equaliry of his mindewhen 
intrepidly and fixedly he beheld the overthrow of 
the groſs of their Army, and thereby animated bis* 
Troops to the more vigorous recovery of the days 
now that the adverſe fury was ſpent inthe chaſe of 


; their Fellows the Sets, whorh Crewpell ever after 
_ wards though in Covenant with them, moſt diſdain- 


fully deſpiſed, bur nor only for this reaſon. 
Thecredic of this Atchieyement was induſtriouſ-

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cheſter , was remanded from the North to 8ppoſe 
the King,then retyrning vitorious out of the Weſt;

uaforeunate, therefore this lucky Chieftain was 
added- as his better Star, atthe ſecond Batcel of 
Newbery, within four Months after {ar /ton-Ioor; 
and here againthe Fates favoured him, though noe 
with a complete Viaory, yet on that ſide where 
he fonght with a part of one,and ſo much as endan- 
ſeted the perſon of the King, if the noble and ſtour 
Earl of (leve/and bad not hazardouſly interpoſed, 
and bore off the purſuit, 
© . This indifference of. Fortune begot very great 
differences among the Parliament. Commanders , 
ne Taxing the other of Negle@, Treachery, or 
Cowardize, and by what means it 'covld come to 
paſs chat nothing was yet effeQed againft the King, 
'whom in the beginning of the War they had 
houpht to have ſwallowed up preſently. Nor were 
the diviſions leſs at home than-in the camp, for now 
"rhe younger Brother of the Rebellion,the Indepen- | 
dent Fation began to appear ;a preciſerand ſeverer 
ſort of Zealots, who thought Eſex and his Arm 
not righteous enough, nor fir inftruments,in whoſe 
* hands the work of Reformation ſhould ever be 
bleſſed toan artainwent , and that therefore it was 
"fie the Army ſhould be purged of ſuch” Officers;or 
the Cavſe would never proſper, To the ſame pnr- 
.poſe Oliver was tampering with his ' Myrmilons , 
' frequently bewailing'the want of Faith and Grace 
' inthe heart of the Soldiery, which alone retarded. 
the defired concluſion, that the great men of slie. 
Army minded themſelves inore” than God or' lis: 
 people,and thar purpoſely they protrafted the war,

refuſed their Juriſdiion, pleading his priviledg as.

had Cognizance of him:and to be even with the E.' 
recriminated him in the ſame manner to the Houſe 
of Commons, bue both theſe accuſations tuck up- 
on the file without any proſecution'0n.eicher (ide, 


either party as yet afraid of che orher, and diſtruſt» 


ful of their plots,not having yet attained "the abfo- 
late power from the Kinp, which was the only Sub-' 
je& of the Quarrel: So ſoon did tlieſe Twins of the 
Uſyrpation triggle inthe womb of their Ambiti- 
ob, ahd chough' Precbytery was midwifed firſt, yer 
Independency catried away the Bleſſing, or” rather 
the Curſe of their proſperous Violence. Cpt: 
" For the Independents bad inſinuated ſuch plauſible 
Exyedients for the redreſſe of 'this evil Manage 
of the Army, and by their auſteter Piety (whictt 
Oliver, moſt devourly perſonared, being frequene 
in praying and preaching in his Quarters)had con» 
ciliczed fuch' at. eſteem of cheir Counſels, which 
wereabſolute Intrighes co the contrary. FaQtion, 
that a'Reſolurion was taken ro module the Army, 
and #ppoimtgnew General;and in this Conſultation 
great part of the Winter 1644. was taken up : the

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reft was ſpent in a'ſeeming tendency to Peace, by 
a Treaty held at Vxiridge;which Aﬀair concerned 
Cromwell no further chan chus, that it ſhewed how 
eminent and great a man he was taken to be, being 
named in che Parliaments Demands and” propoſli- 
. tions, for one of the ſtanding Commiſſioners , ro 
whoſe cruſt and exerciſe che Afiitia of the King-. 
dome (upon agreement) fhould be committed. 

While theſe and the like Articles were in vain 

debating, the proſecution of the War was effeu- 
- ally intended; and che new module ſofar advanced, 
thatan Ordinance paſſed the ewo Houſes, wherein ir 
was forbidden any Member of either Houſe to have 
any command in the Army or Garriſons : and the 


time limited to forty dayes from the publiſhing 


the ſaid Ordinance. By chis fair and impartial dea- - 
ling(as they catled ie)che Earl of Eſex, Mancheſter, 
Starsford,and Denbigh;Sir William Waller, Sir Philip 
Stapleton, and others were laid alide, only Lieute- 
nant General Cromyel was reſpited for a while lon- 
ger, becauſe of his preſent uſefulneſs in that unſet- 
led Condition of the Army, and becauſe he had 
been of an unexampled ſucceſs and ConduR.Iathe 
place of Efex, Sir Thomas Fairf4x was made Gene- 
ral:and he iſſued our Commiſſions to ſuch whom 
the /ydependents favoured, moſt ofthe Supreme Of- 
ficers being diſcarded, and entituled che Reforma- 
does, and left a begping their pay, and cheir Inferi- 
our ones ſubſtirured in their places. Among the reſt 
of theſe new blades, {rcton 'was raiſed -ro be Come 
miflary General of the Horſe, Cromwe/'s ſecond, 
who had newly married one of his Daughters, an 
way as near in brain to him as in blood; C;

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This continuance of Cromwe! in his Command 
after all theorher Members of Parliament 'wete 
laid aſide, at laſt upon the apr, of the Army in 
the beginning ofthe Year 1645. ſtyled him Lieu- 
tenant General; a liccle before which he had do- 
Erinated his Regimenc in the new mode of Addreſ- 
ſesto the Parliament, and to the General, ſerting 
forth their acquieſcences and gladneſs io rhis frame 
and module of the Army, and that they were ready 
ro lay down their lives in proſecution of the good 
Cauſe ſo far adyanced. And this Arche-rype was 
ſoon after followed by every Regiment and Garri- 
ſon, whereunto none but the Creatures and Con-

For from the firft Head-quarter; of chis Army , 
Cromwel (having newly come our of the Weſt, and 
tendred his Service eo the General, if the Parlia*

-upon him (when at the very inſtant came downano- _ 
ther diſpenfation) was ſent with a flying party of

Soon after-allthe Army, quartering near London, .

Inſtruments of chat Tyranny) chat they had borrow- 
edtheir Libertiniſme ara dear rate,the priceofeheir 
Lives ; like Cratanders they ſhould domineer for a 
while, butthen become Yifimes to their ſhort ridi- 
culous Ufurpation, while the revenges of their Re- 
bellion followed their .endeguours after choſe yain- 
glorious ſhadows of their own caſting.

The firſt formidable eruption of. it. was at Salcs- 
bary, where Col, Scroeps Regiment of Horſe laid a- 
ſide their Officers, and with their Colours marched 
thence, in order to a conjunRtion with Harriſens, 
Tretons, and Skippons Regiments, who. bad confede- 
rated (by means of thoſe Adjutators) in the ſame de- 
ſign : whichaffair admitting no delay, Fairfax and:

or ſuſpeing of an Enemy, and ſeized moſt of the 
other, then tipling or aſleep. Here were taken neer 
9cq Horſe, and 400 Priſoners, whereof three only 
were Executed, one Thompſon and ewo more, who 
dyed very reſolutely, Cornet Den, expreffing his 
rief and' ſorrow ,” was reprieved at che inſtant of 
'xecution, which their fellows beheld from: rhe 
| F 2 Leads 
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Leads of the Church, and were ſaluted with a Meſ- 
ſage of Decimarion ;* butthart Crompe/ ' might ingra- 
riare with the Army, for his ſake, and at his inſtance 
they were all pardoned, and ſent home, to thejr own 
houſes. The great Chieftain of them,being purſu- 
ed as he was marching towards the party, toqk into 
Willingborongh-waodg where couragiouſly defending 
himſelf, he was killed by Carbine ſhor, refuſing ro 
take quarter at ſuch perfidious peoples hands. This 
Hurly Burly being over, and ended like a flaſh, the 
General came co.

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_ This proved the utter Suppreſſion of that fatian, - 
and rendred the Army engirely at his command, 
without any; farcher diſpute of their Leading;ſo thar 
rheypreſenely ſubmicred ro the Lot which Regiments 


ſhould be ſent ro {reland (then almoſt reduced tothe 
' Kings obedience by.che Mirquiſs of Qrmad) which 
; thus decreed it, viz. 11. Regiments, /retons,;.Srro0ps, |

He, with a very potent Army was'now landed at 
Diblin. Whereupon a ſtrong Garriſon of 2500. 
Foot and-300 Horſe, reſolved men under the charge 
of Sir Arthur Aſton, was put into Drogheda, the nee

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reſt Carriſon tothe lace defeat of the Marquiſs of 
Ormond;which Cromwel (having refreſhed his Army 
a while at Dab/iz) came to beliege. The Town was 


ſtormed reſolucely thrice, and as well defended ; Sir - 
Arthar Aſton being ſo confident, that he adviſed the . 


Lord Lieutenant not to precipitate any thing, for be 
ſhould hold them play a while ; bur in the third af- 
ſaulr Colonel Yall being uvforeunarely killed, his 


 diſmaied Soldiers liſtened to the offer of quarter be- 


fore they had need of ir, and admitred chem upon 
thoſe terms. Crommwel having notice that the Flower 
of the Iriſh Army was in his hands, gave order to 
put all in Arms to the Sword, where were killed Sir 
Arthur Aſton, Sir Edmund Varney, Coll. Warren,Coll, 
Dan, Finglaſs, Tempeſt, &c. with 3090 Soldiers che 
belt in thaet Kingdome. | 

He came next before Wexford, which having refu- 
ſed to accept of a Garriſon, now the Enemy was un- 
der their Walls, was content to admit of 500 men 
under the command of Sir Ednwnd Butler, and the 
Lord Lieutenant came alſo in (light of the Townzbe- 
fore whoſe face Staff.rd che Governour of the Caſtle 
baſely betrayed ic to Crowne! , together with the

more, 

Moft abominably and barbaroufly cruel he was in 
this place ; for near 200 of the better ſore, and the 
beautifulleſt Women of the City, having (upon the 
Town being entred) fled to the Croſs; and with the 
command'of their charming eyeszand thoſe melting 
rears, prevailed upon the Souldiers for quartet ;now 
at his coming thither,and afcer alavghing'ſeering;en- 
quiry what tirey didthere,and-orher mocking infulta+ 
tions, were commanded ro by knock'd on the heal; 
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which thoſe that promiſed chem life nobly refufing, 

He commanded anorher Regiment to encompals , 

them,and theremoſt horribly maſſacred them all. -.: 
Roſſe was the next place whicther a Garriſon was - 
ſent under the command of Luke T aff, with order 
(the Town not being tenable ) co render upon Con- 
ditions, which accordingly (a breach being made) 
chey did, and marched away with their Arms, His 
next attempt was upon Dxncennon , but the -no- 
ble #0g4an and the Engliſh Cavaliers gave him a 
foyle ; hence he retreated co Roſs, where he made a 
floating-bridge,that ſo, having a paſſage to the other 
ſide, he might compel Ormond eicher to divide his 
Army toobſerve his motions, or otherwiſe to get a ' 
paſſage into CUwnſter, where he beld intelligence 
with the ſeveral places thar would then Revolt ; and 
- accordingly for all my Lord Taff was ſent thither 
before hand ro ſecurethem, yet Tonghall, Corke, and 
all che Engliſh Towns of Munſter openly Revolted, 
and many of my Lord Jnchiqueens men, allured by 
Money and Commands in Cromwel's Army, ran over 
ro the Enemy ; and his Excellency the Lord Lieute- 
nant having loſt che opportunicy of Fighting Crom- 
wel, by his diſlodging from Duncannon by night when 
the /riſh were cheerful and earneſt ro engage, was 
never afrer in a condition fit to venture a Bartel. He 
therefore paſſes over this Bridge and ſo into the 
County of Kilkenny facing his enemy and moving up 
and down after him, while his Lieur. G. Jones wich 
parties took in the: Caſtles, and Carrick was wrerch- 
edly betrayed to him by Martin, thaxr commanded 
| there; whence (rompel paſſes his Army into Jſan- 
fter, and takes ſeveral Caſtles by the appearance only 
of his Horſe : only at XKilteren he received a eeputiys 
ue - 
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but Ballsſannon was ſold ro him ; Kilkenny was taken 
hext,after a ſtour defence made,the Townſmen com» 
. plying contrary to the Soldiers knowledge, who 
; weredriven into the Caſtle and there conditioned. 
Fhe next enterprize he went in hand with was Clon- 


mel,kept by Major General Hugh Neal,who behaved 


- himſelf ſo well,that the Enemy having loſt z50o men 
before ithad gone away without it, had ir not been 
chat the Garriſon wanted powder, ſo that they got 
over the River to-Waterford in the nipht, leaving the 
Townſmen to make conditions for themſelyes, which 
the Enemy not knowing the Soldiers were gone rea- 
dily granted. Tt is very obſervable here, char though 
againſt che advice of rhe Councel of War he had 
reſolved on this Storm ; upon the Defeat, he aſcribed 

it wholly trotheir confidence in the Arm of Fleſh 
and preſently enjoyned his ſtate Crawbe of a Faſt 
throughout the Army. Soon after Coll. Rich recgi- 
ved a bruſh from my Lord Zroghil inthe County of 
row where the Biſhop of Rofſe being taken was 

anged, 

I Gries briefly diſcourſed of the war in Ireland; 
chat I might haſten ro che grand event, and fromthe 
Camp (after another expedition) condu@ him to the 
Palace, the main conſequence of his life, which ren- 
dred all his other a&ions ſo notable and conſpicaous, 

The Jriſh War thus in a manner ended, and the 
Scotch War ready co Commence, the — of 
Eſtates there, having concluded with che King at 
Breda, and he upon his voyagp to that Kingdom, 
where all correſpondence with the Engliſh was by 
Proclamation forbidded, and all manner of Provi- 
fion ftopt from carrying into England, thoigh the 

Twntto at Weſtminſter had oſed all Arrifices ro m_ 
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the Scots from cloſing with him, who were o far dif- : 


poſed thereto, that they had barbaroufly.murthered 
the Great Marquiſs of- Aſontroſs,a Herofar ſurpailing 


 . Oliver in Conduct,and who was untimely and unfor- 


ennately taken away from the reſcue of his Country; 
{romnel (like a Fury) was ready at hand to take a 
revenge of that Fat. For having been ſecretly cal- 
led for over from /reland, to amuſe all parties, (both 
the /ri/þ wbo trembled at his preſence, and made no 


- contiderable reſiſtance againit him and his Fortune; 


and the General himſelf at home, who expeRed not 
ſuch his ſudden rivalſhip ro his command, which 
cave him no time for mature conlideration of the de- 
lign ; the Scots, who though alarmed by frequent 
rumours of an Engliſh Invalion, yet were not ſo for- 
ward in their Levies, as having aſſurance of Fair- 
fax's diflatisfaQtion) he was now wafted over into 
England, preventing the Letrers he had ſent co the 


Scares to know their expreſs pleaſure for-his depart- 


ing that Kingdom. ; 
Onthe beginning of J«ne he returned by the way 

of Briffol from lrelandto London, and was welcom- 

ed by Fairfax the General, many Members of Par- 


liament and Council of State at Hownſlow-heath , and 


more fully complemented at his Lodgings, and in 


- Parliament by the Thanks of the Houſe, and the like 


ſignificant Addreſs of the Lord Maior, &c. of Lon- 

don, being looked upon as.the only perſon, tothe E- 

cliÞſe and diminutian of the Generals Honor,which 

we ſhall preſently ſee him paramount in the ſame ſu- 
eme Command. 


The World that conlidered the carriage of this. 
Politique towards bis Prince, and with what impetus _ 
ous violence, and ſhort-lived extempere Countels,

co reſt in Fairfax'shand,. and had nor praQtiſed ſome 
quicker expedientto remove him ; that having finiſh- 
ed the work of his Generation(as they canted irwick.

Cromwel, who courted his Minion of Providence, and

of the Sword;than from the upſtart bold Title to,and 
a forcible wrefting of the Scepter. And yer ſuch Helps 
and Hints he way-laid to his Throne, that it was ru- 
moured ſoon after abroad, that he was deſcended'o0f 
the Britiſh Princes, and near allied to Henry the Se- 
venth, che glory of that race. But to proceed.

On the 12. of Fant it had been reſolved that the 

_ Army ſhould advance Northward ,bur it was towards 
the end of 7aly before they arrived chere;for on che 
21, of that Month Cyonmwel quartered at Berwick , 
from whence he ſent a Leccer and Declaration to the 
Commitree of Eſtates, fraught with hypocritical 
canting expreſſions, which the ſaid Commirree ſup- 
preſt, returnigg anſwer, that they would reply to it 
by Meſſengers of their own ; and leſt any of their

.Cromne!'s Army was now reckoned 16000 effe- 
Rive, with which he came firft ro Mordington, bis 
Head-quarters July the 25. thence to Hadington , 
within 12. miles of Edinburgh, on the Hills where- 
abouts the Scots had encamped themſelves,declining 
toengape till all their additional Forces were come 
our of' the High-lands. On the: 25 of Julythe En- 

Lliſh advanced, and atrempred one of the ſaid Hills, 
where a ſmall party of the Scots were,and beat rhem 
preſently off ; when a party of Scotch Horſe fell in 
the Rear with ſuch fury and vigour char chey wholly 
diſordered it, and 'with Reſerves and Freſh bodies 
ſeconded and perſued rhis advantage ; whict being 
perceived. by Major General Lambert and' Coll. 
Whaley, who had the Rear-guard, they couragiouſly 
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{Yrepulſed:them totheir Trenches: in which Aion: 


Lambers had his Horſe ſhort under him, was run 
through the Arm with a Lance, and taken Priſoner, 
but was reſcued by one Lieutenant Empſow. This 
paſt, and the Army wet and weary in their way to 
Muſcleborongh ; berwixt 3 and 4 in the morning, , a- 
nother party of ſome 2500 Horſe, the flower of the 
Army, being veterane Blades, under the Command 
of Coll. Montgomery and Stranghan, fell with great 
fury and more exa& valour upon them berwixt ſleep- 
ing and waking, and brought a Terrible fright and 
diſmay upon the whole Army,Charging almoſt clear 
through upon rhe Sands ; but returning with their 
Priſoners,were ſet upon,by freſh Troops under Coll, 
Okey in good order,and forced to double their ſpeed 
homeco their Camp,having loſt an hundred men,(eo 
the ſame number in the former attempt) and ſome of 
their Officers flain and wounded; but came off other- 
wiſe with honour enough, giving the Invaders little 
hopes of ſoealie a vitory and Conqueſt as the Fates 
had decreed to them, and their invincible Fortune, 
Several jealouſies, animolities, and diſcontenrs 
were now raigning among the Scots, more ſupremely 
chan the Kings Authority ; the Kings friends wholly 
diſcountenanced and laid by, even Presbyterians 
themſelves no way. underſtanding one anocher,ſome 
willing to give che King his Rights without more ſti- 
pulation and Engagements ; others of them chinki 
they could not ſufficiently debaſe his fare wages. 
that it ſhould wholly depend on the Kirk; ard to thae 
purpoſe ſeveral irreverend. Poſtulata were put to 
im, beyond the Tenour of the Treaty at Bredz:and 
infine that party prevailed ſo, as thatche Army, then

of the rigid Covenanters. This was not unknown to 
Cromywel, who thereupon never ceaſed Scribling and

upon a high Hill within- a mile of rhe Town, to the 
great amazement ac firlt of che Engliſh ; bur deſpair 
adding Reſoſucion ro their courage, they preſently 
drew Out in Battalie in the Cornfield near ad joyning, 
and ſo. ftood all night, being encamped upon n Nec 
of land, whoſe breadth was not a mile and a half from 
Seato Sea ; ſo tharthey were by Land quite cooped 
up. Inconfidence therefore of an aſſured Viory, 
David Lsſkley, who commanded this Kirk Army in 
chief, began co advance as early as the Sun next mor- 
ning, and drew dawn the Hill fixing at the foot 
thereof, and abourc four a clock in the afternoon 
brought down his Train, there being a great Ditch 
berwixt both the Armies. That night the Engliſh (by 
Command placed themſelves cloſe to the Drrch,'and

His next Aﬀair wss a Concluſion of a Keague widh ; 
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the Queen of Sweden, whicti he tranſmicted by the

Parliament, was inveſted with new Credentials from 
Crompel, whom accordingly he owned as his moſt ſe- 
rene Highneſs his Maſter. 

Crowwel next ſupplied the Benches of the Court 
at Weſtminſter, with che ableſtgf the Lawyers, whom 
be had inviced to the publique ſervice,aad Mr. Jay- 
nard, 7 wiſden, Nudigate, Hagh Windham were made 
Serjeants, and Mr. Hales one of the Juſtices of the 
Commun-pleas, where St. Johns yer ſate, and: of the 
. Cabiner co his ProteRot belides; baving preferred 
his Man ThxrJee (his Secretary at the Hague) to be 
his Secretary of State, the Candle or Light of the 
Dark Lanthorn, which Sr. Johns was ſaid to be- in 
theſe myſterious times of Crompel,in all his atremprs 
and deſigns of Conſequence and Momenc. 

The Dutch Peace was alſo concluded on by the
